Prosperous Settlers Tell of Opportuni- 
ties Found Here 


One result of the good crops in Can- 
ada last year was shown in the in- 
creased number of farmers from the 
Dominion, who came originally from 
the British Isles, going to the Old 
Country for the Christmas holidays, 
according to the Montreal Gazette. In 
a@ recent article the Gazette states: 

“Interviewing several of the west- 
erners, men from the British Isles who 
had made good in the Canadian west, 
ft was found that their unanimous 
opinion was ‘There's no hospitality 
anywhere fn this world like that of the 
Canadian west.’ Bronzed by con- 
atant exposure in the western sun 
while at work in the fleld, in perfeét 
physical condition, the farmers poured 
into the Windsor Station for a two- 
hour stopover in Montreal before 
boardnig the trains to St. John. 

“A sturdy young westerner sald: 
‘There are men on this train who are 
able to go back to the Old Country, 
on a six weeks’ trip, after having been 
out in the west only two years. Of 
course, they put in a lot of hard, 
steady work.’ Then polnting to a 
man of rather youthful appearance, 
Ted Bouchard added: ‘That’s Al Rivet. 
He works on the McTayish farm at 
High River, Alberta, not far from the 
Prince of Wales’ ranch there. He ap- 

» pears to be about 25 years old, doesn't 
he? He was twenty-five about fifteen 
years ago. That is what the west has 
done for him. He probably doesn’t} 

. know what it is to be sick.’ 

* “Al Rivet, a powerful young man in 
@ loose-fitting grey suit, had only 
words of praise for the west. ‘You 
see,’ he explained, ‘the reason we all 
have money out there is because we 
have no expenses. No matter how 
much we make, we manage to save 
most of {t. All a man needs on the 
farm is a good appetite, a pair of over- 
alls, and. enough money for tobacco.” 

“Ted Boucher, from Manitoba, was 
returning to England for a glimpse of 
familiar sigats of his home, Several 
years ago he went out to Manitoba 
and, although he made enough money, 
he thought he saw greater opportunt- 
ties in the state of Washington. ‘So 
I got my stuff together,’ Ted sald, ‘and 
jumped over to the U.S.A, where I 
found that things were hardly as good 
as they were painted. In Washing- 
ton I managed to lose most of the 
money I had made in Manitoba and 
then came back to Canada.’ 

“Bouchard recalled that he had 
learned his lesson. He settled on an- 
other farm in Manitoba and made} 
more money than eyer before, ‘I can 
easily afford a six weeks’ trip to Eng-} 
land,’ he sald in conclusion, ‘but I 
won't leave Manitoba again in a hurry, 
you can bet.’"

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Alfalfa and Nurse Crops 


Good Returns Have Been Secured ‘Apostle of Doom” Stili Prophesying 


With Flax Sown As Nurse Crop 

To seed with or without a nurse crop 
is a matter of much interest and {m- 
portance to growers of alfalfa. It 
has been found at the Branden, Man., 
experimental farm that while on the 
average the yield has been slightly 
greater without it is more economical 
to sow with a nurse crop. In the 
first cropping season when a nurse 
crop is used there Is a diminished 
yield, due, Mr. Sigfusson says in his 
bulletin, entitled “Alfalfa in  Mani- 
toba,” published by the department of 
agriculture at Ottawa, partly to the 
lessened water supply im the soll and 
to the fact that the alfalfa plants do 
not develop as large a root as when 
seeded alone. In the following Sea- 
sons the diminuation is less pronounc- 
ed. However, to beginners and on 
small areas when a good stand is im- 
perative seeding alone {s recommend- 
ed. Clean land must be used, that 
is land clear of weeds, the latter act- 
ting as a “robber crop.” : 

In view of the good results obtained 
by seeding down with a nurse crop on 
the Brandon farm, experiments haye 
been carried on to ascertain which is 
the best to use, Alfalfa was sown 
in each case at the rate of ten pounds 
to the acre and the nurse crops at the 
same rate as when sown for grain 
alone. In 1922 and 1923 the average 
yleld of cured hay per acre when the 
alfalfa was sown alone was 8 tons, 960 
Ibs., with 1% bushels of wheat 3 tons, 
160 Ibs., with 2% bushels of oats 2 
tons, 1,620 lbs., with half a bushels of 
flax 3 tons, 1,140 lbs. and with 2 bush- 
els of barley 2 tons, 600 ibs. 

Relative-to flax as a nurse crop un- 
der favorable conditions, Mr, Sigfus- 
son says good results have been 
achieved, as the maximum amount of 
sunlight is allowed to reach the plants. 
An objection, however, to flax for this 
purpose is that the stubble and late 
cutting of the crop results in less win- 
|ter protection bef{ng afforded. 

Of the cereals wheat has been found 
the most satisfactory, it being less 
likely to lodge than oats or barley, and 
the fact that the leaves shrivel up 
earlier permils more sunlight to get to 
the tender alfalfa plants. If the 
seeding season sould be unduly late, 
so that the wheat might be affected 
by frost cr rust, oats or barley as a 
nurse crop would be better.

Rotations Are 
A Necessity 


Path of Progrese Leads to Intelligent 
Farming Methods 

A legend’once current in the prairie 
provinces was that a dying farmer 
said to his son, “I am going to leave 
for another farm.” “Where?” said 
the son. “Dig two inches deeper” 
was the reply. That sort of thing 
cannot be true forever. On the con- 
trary not only is mixed farming de- 
sirable, but as the superintendent of 
the Lethbridge, Alta., experimental 
station says in his last report: “It is 
becoming more and more apparent 
that one of the principal paths of pro- 
gress that successful farming prac 
tice in Western Canada must follow 
{s intelligent crop rotation.” Straight 
wheat growing has been to too great 
extent almost the sole cropping system 
followed in Southern Alberta and over 
much of the prairie region. 

Realizing that the need for rotations 
must develop, experiments havo been 
conducted pretty generally throughout 
the Dominion experimental farm sys- 
tem to ascertain the best for different 
districts, At Lethbridge rotations 
have been established on both dry and 
irrigated portions of the farm and in 
the report for 1924 summaries of re- 
sults are given of from two to ten 
years’ methods. — As careful records 
are kept of expenses and returns it ts 
possible to determine the cost of pro- 
ducing each crop in each rotation and 
the returns therefrom, all of, which is 
set forth in the report. 

Too much stress, says the superin- 
tendent, cannot be laid on the neces- 
sity of the irrigation farmer rotating 
his crops.

But Justice Descended Swiftly When

Mounted, sombrero-clad robbers ot 

the early days, who attacked stage 


coaches as they rumbled over rough} 


trafls, had a slight advantage over the 
present-day bandit, insofar as escape 
was concerned, but once caught, jus- 
tice descended more swiftly.

Plenty of the Old-Fashioned 
plaster” Still Doing Duty 
Citizens who seek tho old-fashioned 
shinplaster” may be astonished to 
hear that there are plenty of twenty- 
five-cent notes in circulation in Can- 
ada. To be exact, 5,204,175—and one- 
fourth. The reason that they aie so 
hard to get is probably that they are 
so handy for some classes of business 
that they circulate in exclusive chan- 
nels. Many of them are lying in the 
bond transfer offices of the department 
of finance, where they are handy be 
cause they can be pinned to a bond 
and just cover the fee for transference. 
Many others are used by mall order 
shoppers in the rural districts of Can- 


ada because they can be pinned to an 
order slip. 4 

The exact value of the “shinplasters” 
In circulation is $1,301,043.81. The 
odd six cents is probably due on a 
fragment of a note, the remaining 
three-fourths of which has been cash- 
ed In. The fragment has probably 
been lost long since, 

Another case of a torn note awalt- 
ing complete redemption crops up in 
the two-dollar bills. Of these there 
are in Canada 6,367,400 and three- 
fourths fn circulation. Of four-dollar 
bills there are 8,438 in circulation; of 
five-dollar bills (government currency, 
that is) there are 125,129 and a half; 
most numerous of all, of course, {3s 
the humble one. Government Dills 
worth one dollar each in circulation 
at December 1, totalled 17,839,419 and 
a half. The government issues com- 
paratively few of the higher denomin- 
ation bills, these being chiefly handied 
by the banks, 

Of the old provincial pre-confedera- 
tion notes still in circulation the value 
is $27,686.53. The odd cents probably 
came into the currency statement 
when notes issued in sterling were 
taken over into a decimal coinage.

The satisfactory results of tests to 
which Garnet whéat has been subject- 
ed has aroused keen interest through- 
out Western Canada. Garnet Ottawa 
652, is the latest .varlety of wheat ‘de- 
veloped at the central experimental 
farny at Ottawa, 

According to reports, prairie farm- 
era, anxious to try out the new 
wheat, are flooding the government ex- 
perimental stations serving their re 
apective districts with applications 
for test seed. Although preliminary 
milling and baking tests have been 
made, more thorough fests will be con- 
ducted before the seed {s released for 
general distiibution. A limited quan- 
tity of seed has been sent to a number 
of the experimental stations, which, 
however, has falledto meet the de- 
mand. 

Giving-details of the development 
of Garnet wheat, G. E, De Long, 
B.S.A., assistant superintendent of 
the .Dominion experimental farm, 
Lacombo, Alta., states that the new 
wheat has been grown at the Al- 
berta station since 1919. During that 
period, he says, it required an average 


of 113 days to mature, while the aver-. 


age for Marquis wheat was 123 days. 
{n further comparing these two varie- 
ties, Marquis gave an average yleld of 
46 bushels 7 opunds an acre, against 
45 bushels 17 pounds an acre for Gar- 
oet Ottawa 652. 

Continuing, Mr. De Long says: 

“Garnet Ottawa is somewhat similar 
to Baby Ottawa 623, in length and 
atrength of straw. Garnet straw also 
shows a tendency to develop the ruby 
coloration, distinctive of Ruby. The 
shape-of its head gives the standing 
crop the appearance of being a very 
heavy ylelder. 

“Garnet appears to be about mid- 
way between Marquis and Ruby tno 
tendency to shatter if allowed to be- 
come too mature before harvesting. 

“The experimental station at La- 
combe has never had Garnet Ottawa 
652 subjected to frost during the etx 
years {t has been grown. (For thts 
reason _no definite information Is 
available concerning the frost resist- 
ance of this variety as, compared 
with the others.” f 

In the opinion of Mr. De Long, Gar- 
aet Ottawa has @ place in Central Al 
berta’ and other districta where Mar- 
quis Js subject to injury from early 
fall frosts. Whether advancing the 
haryest one week in districts where 
Marquis. fs not menaced by rust or 
early frost would justify growing Gar- 
net in preference to Marquis, has not 
been demonstrated. , 

“Those farming in such districts 
should keep in mind that Marquis is 
accepted as the standard milling wheat 
throughout Canada and the United 
States,” Mr. De Long advises. “They 
should also remember that Garnet is 
a new variety and has yet to prove its 
worth under varying conditions to the 
game extent Marquis has, 

“There is little doubt Garnet Ot- 
tawa 652 will replace Ruby Ottawa 
623. Thes two wheats mature in 
approximately tha same time, but Gar- 
net will out-yield Ruby by séveral 
busheis per acré and does not shat- 
ter to the uame extent.” 


Finding Farm Loans Costly

Formatioa of a holding company, 
capitalized at around $20,000,000, 
merging dairy companies throughout 
Canada, {s mooted, according to The 
Ottawa Citizen, which reports that the 
shareholders of the Producers’ Dalry 
Company of Ottawa ilkely will be call- 
ed upon to vote on entering into the 
combine, Under the suggested 
scheme a holding company for many 
of the dairies of Canada extending 
from coast to coast would be created.

Total. Value of Dairy Products For 
Province In 1925 Was $20,946,648 
Creamery butter production in Sas- 

katchewan during 1925 showed an in- 

crease of more than 2,200,000 pounds 
as compared with the production in 

1924, while dairy products showed an 

Increased value of more than $1,500,- 

000 {in comparison with 1924. 

Reports recelved at the dairy 
branch of the provincfal department 
of agriculture show the total value of 
dairy products in the province during 
1925 was $20,945,648. 

During the year 15,850,000 pounds of 
creamery butter were manufactured in 
Saskatchewan compared with 13,585,- 
902 in 1924,-an increase of 2,266,098 
pounds. The total 1925 output ts 
more than double the production of 
1921. 

“The increased production is attrib- 
uted principally to an increased inter- 
est in dairying, coupled with the use 
of better cows and improved feeding 
methods on the part of producers,” 
states P. C, Kidd, provincial dairy 
commissioner, 

“Cheese-making also, while still a 
very small branch of the dairy fudus- 
try, has taken a decided step forward 
and promises soon to becomo an im- 
portant factor. During 1925 the out- 
put of cheese was 223,137 pounds as 
compared with 165,000 pounds during 
1924, and the value of cheese made 
has increased by $17,158. 

“Favorable conditions for the con- 

sumption of ice cream during the 

summer season caused a net {increase 
of approximately 40,000 gallons in the 
quantity manufactured and sold. 

“One feature during the past sea- 
son has been the increase in butter 
exported from Saskatchewan to the 
British markets. During the year 
more than 10,500,000 pounds of cream- 
ery butter has been graded for export 
under the Dominion of Canada grad> 
ing regulations. This represents a 
quantity more than double that grad- 
ed under theso regulations last year. 
It is difficult to give the ultimate des- 
tination of this butter, but 4t {a safe 
to say that most of it found {ts way to 
the Eritish market, where it enjoyed 
a strong demand throughout the sea- 
|son due to dependable quality in each 
grade.”

May Soon Be Used For 
The Manufacture Of Paper 


. Sweet Clover Benefits Land 


Crop Every Five Years Followed By 
Summerfallow is Best Pian 

The sweet clover benefits the land 
in at least three ways. First, it adds 
root fibre to the soil as the root system 
is quite large and decays rapidly ufter 
the land is plowed. Next, it renders 
the soil more permeable to moisture, 
the decaying roots are of a spongy 
nature and, as they extend down at 
least two feet, there ls a tendency to 
permit the soll to absorb water more 
rapidly than it would otherwise do, 1 
think that this feature of soll improve- 
ment through sweet clover is one of 
very great importance in this. prov- 
ince. Finally the sweet clover works 
in very close association with nodule 
forming bacteria, It provides these 
nodules or little bunches on its roots 
for the purpose of housing the nitrogen 
gathering bacteria, 

In order-to get the most benefit from 
sweet clover a system of crop rotation 
should be planned so that the sweet 
clover occurs, on the land once in five 
or six years so that summerfallow fol- 
lows the sweet clover. . This sum- 
merfallowing after sweet clover is 
quite important as it permits time for 
the rots to decay and for the ground 
to soak up moisture and also gives one 
a chance to kill ont any stray plants 
which may survive. These stray 
plants of sweet clover are somewhat 
objectionable when growing in a crop 
of grain. 

Some farmers have attempted to use 
sweet clover as a summerfallow sub- 


stitute, but I think it {a better to plan 


to summerfallow a yoenr after the 
sweet clover. The only way that 
Bweet clover cen be used as & sum- 
merfallow substitute is to plow the 
crop under about tho 16th of June be- 
fore {t gets too high. If the plowing 
is delayed the sweet clover grows 
very rapidly so that there is too great 
a mass of material plowed into the 
land. This causes the soll to dry out 
and delays the decay of the sweet 
clover itself and the result is a poor 
crop next yoear.—Professor. Manley 
Champlin,

bureau of statistics the total value of 
Canada’s mineral output in 1925 is 
estimated at $228,440,000, an increase 
of $18,857,000 above the total of $209,- 
583,406 for 1924, and more than the 
previous record of $227,859,665 attain- 


ed in 1920 when metal prices were ap-! 


proximately 35 per cent. higher than 
in the year just closed. Among tho 
metals, the :emarkable advances in 
the production of gold, lead and zinc 
were most outstanding; improvement 
{n outputs marked the totals for 
nickel, copper and cobalt; silver show- 
ed little change; there was an in- 
crease in the tonnage of fron ore ex- 
ported from stocks at the mines. 

Mining, now third in rank among 
Canada’s primary industries, contrib- 
utes extensively to the wealth and 
prosperity of the Dominion. Large 
tonnages of freight move from and to 
the mines; many subsidiary industriea 
depend upon the mining tndustry for 
their prosperity. Canada’s progress 
in the production of ralneral wealth 
has been notable particularly in recent 
years and the developments in estab- 
lished flelds, the discovery of new 
mineral areas and finally the. surpass- 
{ng of all previous records stamp the 
mineral industry as one of the great- 
est factors in Canada‘s industrial and 
commercial life.

That the straw annually burned on 
the western prairies to the extent of 
millions of tons will soon become of 
the utmost value as the raw product 
from which paper {s manufactured 
seems now almost an accomplished 
fact. 

For several months experiments 
have been conducted both on behalf 
of private individuals and—also on 
behalf of provincial governments to 
ascertain the practicability of making 
paper from straw. It has been dem- 
onstrated beyond a doubt that almost 
every, kind of paper can be manufac- 
tured from straw, and’negotiations are 
under way both in the provinces of 
Alberta and in Manitoba looking to 
the establishment of mills. 

More than one process has been 
evolved, sald to be satisfactory, and 
experiments dealing with straw ac 
tually raised on the -prairles have 
been successfully carried out. The 
Process, which has been the subject 
of investigation by the Alberta Gov- 
ernment, is known as the Bache 
Wig process, 

In a recent bulletin issued by the 
Alberta Government {t is stated in- 
vestigations were made into all 
known experimental processes for 
the manufacture of pulp from etraw, 
and finally about two years ago the 
government made arrangements for 
laboratory testa of the Beche-Wlig 
process in the pulp and paper division 
of the forest products laboratories, 
Montreal, under the joint supervision 
of BE. Parke Cameron, superintendent 
of the division, and John Bache-Wilg, 
who was co-inventor with his father 
in the process. 

The government has gtudled care- 
fully the results of these tésts, and 
the trade commissioner has spent 
considerable time in the laboratory 
getting information at first hand. 

Carl Bache-Wilg, senior, was con- 
nected with the first wood pulp and 
paper mill in Norway, built by his 
father. He owned tho second ground 
wood mill constructed in Norway and 
was long identified as an expert with 
many of the best known wood pulp 
and paper mills of the United States 
and Canada, having been employed in 
an expert capacity to increase the effl- 
ciency of the obtaining of higher 
ylelds and lowering costs of produc- 
tion. ‘ * 

Tn 1908 Mr. Bache-Wiig recom- 
mended his experiments with straw 
pulp in his Imboratory in the United 
States. He continued experimenting 
until he had found that by his process 
he could very materially increase the 
cellulose yield from wheat and other 
cereal straw. 

“Muller's” analysis of straw gives 
the cellulose as 48 per cent.; “Heyer” 
gives the cellulose content of straw 
as 61 per cent, while a German 
analyst gives the cellulose in straw 
as 49.17 per cent., but Mr. Bache- 
Witg obtained as high as 75 per cent. 
of unbleached fibre from wheat straw, 
but found that.the commercial yields 
gave the following results: 

Wheat straw, 40 to 45 sper 
commercial ceéliulose. 

Corn stalks, 40 to 45 per cent. 
commercial cellulose. 

Flax straw, 26 to 80 per cent. com- 
mercial cellulose. : 

The Bache-Wilg process does not in- 
volve any radical departure from stan- 
dard sulphite practice, which gives it 
the advantage of being able (to utilize 
present-day standard wood pulp equip- 
ment in the manufacture of straw pulp. 
At the aame time {t requires very 
much less power than {s necessary in 
the preparation of wood pulp for the 
reason that (he marking, chipping and 
grinding procesees aro eliminated. 

Every variety of paper {s capable 
of manufacture from straw pulp, and 
the seml-commercial tests have dem- 
onstrated that the quality is fully 
equal to that produced from wood pulp. 
In addition to newsprint special atten- 
tion was paid to the manufacture of 
wrapping paper, sheathing paper, ham 
and bottle wrappers and carton boards, 
for all of which there {gs a ready man 
ket in Western Canada, There was 
developed also under the process an 
insulating board having a distinct ad- 
vantage over anything at present on 
the market fa that tt is surfaced and 
can be used as a wall board; it is also 
both water and fire resistant.
